" Let’i rao them," Mid I. “ I em lure Nig can pat me along 
side of them.” 

•• That'a all eery well, my boy," aald he, “ but right here let me 
give yon a piece of advice. If yon value your hide enough not to 
want a bole In It, or your bone enough not to want him ahot, 
don't attempt to run any buffalo here—for you don't know who 
elae may be after the Mme herd that yon are, and the general 
run of plains bunten are none too particular bow they ehoot If a 
mao starts a herd, by mooing for It, that they may bo after, and 
you would be Incky to get off with a dead horse and a whole 
skin. The fact It, buffalo have been ran so much with horses 
that I hey have ‘ got on to It,' and there Is no better way to stam¬ 
pede them than to let them see you coming on a horse. Yon will 
realize how ‘ mad ’ yon would be If anyone should stampede a 
herd that you were after, after you had crawled and crouched and 
wriggled a mile for a shot, and Just then have them pot off as If 
the de II himself was after them. So be careful and be patient 
until you catch an old bull off alone, then you can safely try 
your horse and revolver." 

While I WM receiving this good advice wo bad been riding as 
fast as possible, taking advantage of all the gnllles to keep out 
of sight. At last Jim concluded we would get off and stake the 
ponies and see If It was possible to get near enough for a shot on 
foot, so Jumping down we uncoiled the lariat or rope that we 
carried for the purpose, which had a sharp Iron pin fastened to 
the end for driving Into the earth. Thus fastened, our ponies 
could eat, but could not stray off. Some banters have their 
ponies so well trained that all they do is to throw the end of the 
bridle rein on the ground, and there the pony slays. Others 
simply trail a rope, but we always made sure of ours by staking 
them. Having staked the ponies we started on, bnt fate was 
against us. The buffaloe sdid not seem to be inclined to stop 
even for the heat of the day, but kept steadily on. We walked 
three miles or more, hoping they would stop and give ns a chance 
to crawl up on them, but no use. So we concluded td give It 
up as a bad Job and go back for the ponies. When we reached 
the ponies It was nearly three o’clock, and we commenced to 
think It was dbout time to start for camp, but where was HI Jim 
bad an Idea he knew about the direction to take, to we started 
that way, for I left the metier entirely to him, being a “ tender 
foot,*’ tod I must co'ifeas each roll of the prairie and each gully 
or valley looked alike to me. After three hours riding we 
stopped and looked round us; no signs of any camp, and It 
began to look as If we would have to He out without supper that 
night, not a Vi-ry cheering prospect for two hungry men, and 
especially ruosiderlng one was not seasoned to that kind of work. 
We kept on for aome time In silence, though my thoughts were 
busy enough. I was getting a taste of romance, but would have 
preferred something more solid; romance did not seem to be 
very Mtisfying to my appetite Just then. I was aroused from 
my reverie by Jim’s voice, Mylng: **I My, Frank, 1 believe 
there's two old bulls over yonder, and though they are probably 
tough. It won't do to be too particalsr. I guess we might man¬ 
age to get one, and If we do we are fixed, food and lodging; the 
hide will make.a‘boM’covering.” "Well,’’ Mid I, “I will hold the 
ponies, Jim, while you try yonr Inok; you are the oldest band and 
the best shot." It wm getting dusk by this time, and the chances 
were agalupt ns. Jim managed to get within about SOO yards of 
the old bulls, but they still kept on the move. I conld Just see 
him In the distance, usd it seemed an age to me before be shot. 
At iMt bang went the rlfie, and I c^d bear the ball sing 
through the clear, quiet, evening air, though Jim wm a half 
mile or more away, and In a second, spat It went Into Mr. Bull. 
How my heart beat. Hurrah for supper, thought I, but the 
buffalo only broke from a walk Into a ran Instead of dropping. 
Jim popped away two or three tImM more but It wm too long a 
range, and too dark; ho soon came beck very much disgusted. 
Our poor ponies were getting pretty tired, so we had to stop and 
give them a rest and let them feed. After a couple of hours we 
saddled up and mounted. Jim shaped hla coutm by the stars, 
and wo rode on for another hoar. At Ust I wm about played 
out, and told Jim I thought It better to stop until morning, for 
I WM too tired to ride another mile. 

So we stopped, aoMddled the pontes, and hearing some frogs 
In a slongh, followed the sound and happily found water for the 
horsM and onrMlves. Filling onr empty stomaeba with water 
did us aonu good, and banting a good son place In a Mod-draw 
near by, we hollowed ont a hole and laid down back to bock, for 
warmth. We neither had coats nor blankets; m It wm hot when we 
left the wagon In the morning, ire had left onr eoate, and onr 
ssddlM were padded so we did not have the nanal saddle blankets. 
We slept until awakened by tbe cold, and awoke to find the dew 
falling very hMvIly and the moon shining brightly. They tell 
yon there It no d^ on the plains, bnt that night I will vouch for 
It that there was, for when I lifted my rifle from tbe ground the 
water ran off of It In strelma Another plain’s “tbeoiy" "basted." 
By the light of the moon we gathered " bnffalo chips" and 
weeds and made a fire, and manag^ to frecae and thaw, alter¬ 
nately, according to which stde wm next the Are. When day¬ 
light came we saddled up, and starting eastward rode m rapidly 
M we conld, Jim taking the lead; his Idea wm that ha would 
strike the wagon trail, and It proved to be a correct one, for at 
nine o’clock be discovered the faint track made by the wheels 
tbe day before; Jumping from hla pony be soon determined 
which way to go by the print of the horses’ feet, and we started 
(ally on. Our ponies were qnlta trash, m their rest and food had 
done them good. I wm the nearest "played ont" In the “ ontflt’’ 
My fsst of thirty hoars sod the hard rlmng wm commencing to 
ten on me, bat tte sMnraaea that at laet we were In a fairway to 
find the camp cheered me np, and I "braced np" bravely. At 
the end of two boors my attaatioa wm called by Jim to two 
Jjpiiwa away ahead of os Jnet coming over a rtae In the prairie. 
I^ot tbs boys wars oat looking for ns They.M soon m they per- 
Mvedna, flrsd a charge Into the air, and I banged away la reply. 


Hurrah I found at Isst, and away went Jim, I after blm,glvlag Nig 
tbe spur. 

Dame Fortune smiled and rewarded us slightly for sll our 
(rouble before we reached camp, for Just m we entered a little 
draw, up Jumped a buffalo cow, that had been lying there 
unseen and unseeing. She had evidently been wounded and 
become Mporated from her herd. For It Is not often buffaloes 
are found alone only under these circumstances, with the ex¬ 
ceptions of old bulls. As the cow Jumped up so suddenly, both 
ponies were startled, and before we knew It had turned to bolt 
Stopping them m quickly ss we could, we turned Just In time to 
see tbe cow dlMpp^ng over tbe ridge. "There, Frank," Mid Jim, 

" Is a chance for you to try Nig, though I don’t Imagine she will 
ran far. Let me take yourrllle and you try her with the revolver." 
Forgetting how tired I was, I gave Jim my rifle, and drawing my 
pistol, away I went. Nig wm not long In bringing me near tbe 
cow, for she did not run very fMt, and m I went at her on full 
Jump, I "blszed" away, but only gave ber a body shot It wm 
enough to stop ber though, and taming, she fa<^ me with an 
ugly look In her eyes, and a buffalo when cornered can look 
ugly. Nig WM not the IcMt afraid of ber, so- riding to 
one side, not over ten (10) yards away, I took deliberate aim 
back of tbe fore shoulder, and fired. As the shot struck her she 
quivered, and tbe warm, bright lifee-blood, came gushing forth 
in a stream from tbe hole made by the deadly bullet. With one 
iMt effort she lowered ber bead and charged at Nig. Turning 
him quickly I rode round her, and again gave ber a ball In tbe 
shoulder. Tbe blood came from ber noetrils M she came to ber 
knees, but stIU she bravely tried to face me, but In a moment 
over she went, and I bad killed my first buffalo. Jim by this 
time had come up, and also our two frieoda,aDd out came butcher- 
knives; and In a twinkling the cow's hide wm across my ponies 
back, and we were started for camp, where wo found Vail de¬ 
light^ to see us, and a good dinner, which be bad prepared, 
awaiting. Tbe balance of the day wm spent In resting, and 
giving our friends a full account of our wanderings. 

The next morning our new friends told us they 

bad decided to start In, M they had nearly a load 

of bides and would probably get a few more before reach¬ 
ing tbe Mttlement. As It wm getting very dry where we bad 
camped and no signs of buffaloes, we, too, decided to move. So 
loading up and bidding tbe banters good-bye, we started north 
for the RepubUcan, and they for tbe railroad. The weAher wm 
becoming hot, and during tbe day the sun seemed to burn and 
parch all llvlog things. Tbe grsM began to dry up and we knew 
If we found buffaloes we must find the river. The ground would 
become so hot during tbe middle of the day that poor Sam’s (Jim’s 
pointer) feet would blister from contact with the hot Mnd, and 
our rifle barrels would get so hot we could not hold our hands on 
them; and yet we did not suffer from the beat h a person does In 
tbe States; and the nights would be cool so we could sleep very 
comfortably under a blanket even in tbe tent. The evening of the 
second day after leaving our friends we camped by tbe side of a 
small puddle, all that wm left of what bad been quite a pond of 
water gathered from the Spring rains. The bufUoea h^ been 
there before us, and the dried mud around tbe edges showed tbe 
print of many hoofs. Tbe water wm none too sweet, for buffa¬ 
loes are like domestic cattle In one respect, they Uke to stand in 
the water, and are apt to leave It—well—not In m good condition 
M it WM before their visit; however, it doM not do to be too par¬ 
ticular on the plains, to we managed to um the water, M It wm 
that or none. 

While Vail and Jim were taking care of the horses, etc., 
I amused myself by scanning the horizon with tbe glass, and 
rrM rewarded by discovering a large herd of wild horses. Call¬ 
ing Jim’s attenUon to them, I proposed trying to get near them, 
and, if possible,“creMlng” one. He wm wllUng, to after a bMty 
lunch, for we were afraid It would get dark before we conld reach 
tbe band, we Mt out. For about a mile we walked along very 
well. Jim bad bis rtfle,aod I a rope to tie anything If we were for¬ 
tunate enough to get a chance. For tbe benefit of those who may 
not know what “creMlng” Is, I will explain. If a ball Is put 
through that part of a horse’s neck between the spinal column 
and the roots of the mane It causes a shock to tbe nervous 
system sufficient to bring the horse down for a moment, and 
If a person Is quick enough ropM can be put upon 
the horM before he gets up. It, of course, requires a good shot, 
and there Is only a chance of success, bnt old banters have told 
me of their having accomplished the feat But to resume. Jim 
and I having walked within a mile or so of the herd, found, to 
get any farther without attrncUng sUenUon, we would have to 
sneak for It So down we go; by dint of bard work we at last 
are within a few hundred yards of tbe band and are Just con¬ 
gratulating onrselvM on being anseen, when suddenly the 
whole band lift their beads and look toward ns. The leader, a 
magnificent brown stallion, evidently Is suspicions that some¬ 
thing Is wrong, and he trots up sad down In hoot of tbe band 
M If giving orders, and then starts toward ns ou a genUe lope. 
Jim flogen his gun, but tbe hone stops, raises hla bead and draws 
a long breath. " Trying to smsU ns,” says Jim, but the wind Is 
not Just right, so be stsrts sgaln. We are Just flattering our^ 
selves that be will coma cloM enough tor Jim to be pretty cer¬ 
tain of a shot, when the stallion turns and commences to dride ns. 
“Tbe devil," Mys Jim, “It’s no use, he’s too sharp; I believe I’ll 
drop him for luck;" but It te easisr said than done, for the 
horse having got Ut enough around to catch our wind, starts 
like an arrow faom a bow tor tbe herd, and they, taking alarm 
tram him, ate off on fuU Jnmp. It wm a fins sight, nearly three 
hundred of them, and aome m fine-looking borsm m I ever mw. 
Not ponies, bnt good-slaad ho rs ss One black and one bay, ea- 
pedally, that we had been abte to see plataly, were hotSM that 
would have eommandrd good prtoM for carriage honM In any 
dty. Very much dl^nsted with our luck, we walked beck to 
camp and turned In. The next day while riding along, I wm 
tieatad to m fine an effset of that peculiar state of tha atmos¬ 
phere, called mirage, m I mw while on the plains. Probably 
taro rnOas or omts aw^ t'Bate wm a baneh of sma l l sage bruab, 


and not over five hundred yards away; and saovtag aloog In the 
sage bruah wm an object that looked m large m a bouse, but 


which WM a buffalo bull. It wm a very carious sight, and one 
not to be forgotten. We did not stop to hunt now, pushing on 
rspidly for tbe river which we knew wm ahead of us, 
M tbe country commenced to become more broken and 
tbe bluffs along the banks could be seen. We reached It 
toward evening, and had some trouble In finding a draw which 
WM even enough In Its descent to let ns drive down to the bot¬ 
tom land. The breaks, draws and bluffs, m they are called, were 
very large In some places. We found a good camping spot, 
plenty of grsM for tbe horses, and wood and water for ourHlvea. 
So we unloaded the wagon and pitched our tent. That evening 
we msde all our preparations for our next day’s bunt, tbe first real 
bunt that we bad made since starting. J Im and I cleaned our guns, 
loaded shells, filled our belts, etc., while Vail sharpened np bis 
knives, got his steaks ready, and last but not IsMt In my estima¬ 
tion ,baked two loaves of bread in tbe Dutch oven, for our sub¬ 
sistence while away from camp. 

Tbe next morning we were up before It wm fairly light and 
soon had our breakfast of bacon, bread and coffee disposed of. 
Vail hitched up the team, and Jim and I saddled our ponies. We 
forded tbe river, thinking tbe country on tbe other side would be 
the best. After we got acroM and had got Vail with tbe team In 
a fair way to get out of the breaks, Jim and I rode off. We were 
now on tbe high plains Ijring between the south fork of tbe Re¬ 
publican and tbe Rock fork, m It Is eometlmes called, or Rock 
creek, and several other names. Tbis wm once a favorite feed- 
Ing ground of the buffalo and WM still frequented by some, M 
WM shown by the trails leading down to tbe water. We had not 
ridden over a half bour.wben we mw a herd of about five hundred 
buffaloes nearly two miles sway, Mwe Judged. We were able to 
ride within about half that distance when Jim thought It beat to 
stake tbe pontes and proceed on foot So, we did so, and by 
walking slowly and stooping near tbe ground we got within a thou¬ 
sand yards of the herd and then commenced tbe real work; for 
we must get m near m possible before firing tbe first shot So 
down on our bands and knees we dropped and began crawling 
along—no eMy work considering the nature of the ground, and 
then a fellow might put bis band plump on a prickly pear or 
cactus—or worse yet,on a rattlesnake. At iMt by dint of squirm¬ 
ing and then keeping still—when any of the herd seemed to be 
looking St us, we got to within a hundred yards. Waiting a 
moment to quiet our nerves, we each picked our b^l. 
(The hunters always try to kill the bulls, for their 
hide la the most valuable.) The herd wm feeding 
quietly, and seemingly not paying much attention to outside 
matters; but there were two or three old bulls nearest us, who 
were walking round and evidently were suspicious. " Ton take 
that okl tellow on tbe right, Frank," Mid Jim, "I’ll try the one 
near him; fire Just m near althme m possible.’’ I took a care¬ 
ful aim right back of the fore-shoulder, and at Jim’s “ ready ” we 
let drive. Tbe reports were nearly together, and the two balls 
sped trae to (he mark, and we beard them thud, thud, m they 
strucA the tough hide. For an Instant the herd stood amMed, 
and then away they went, our two old bulls staggering In the 
rMr. PreMntly they turned off right and left and toppled over. 
As soon M we shot we Jumped up, and tbnuting In another 
sbeU, fired again; running m we loided, weonly stopped to shoot, 
and by the time tbe buffalo bad got eight hundred yards tbe 
start of us we had each emptied seven or eight shells, and bad 
tbe Htisfactlon of seeing two more of tbe herd commence to fall 
behind, while one or two more were going on three legs. My 
wind WM not m good m Jim’s, so I fell behind m he quickened 
bis pace and let him go. This running tbe herd Is called trail¬ 
ing, and a hunter will sometimes keep on for three or four miles, 
for after tbe first hard run of a few hundred yards tbe buffalo 
will slow up, and he gets another chance to give It to them; and 
then If tbe day Is very hot they may take a "stand," m It Is 
called, and then be can ehoot any number of them, they seem¬ 
ingly being too iMy to care—probably thinking It too hot to 
live. Again, sometimes tbe hunter at tbe first fire will break a 
buffalo's back and tbe herd will stand watching their comrade 
plunge and kick, while the hunter shoots down one after another. 

1 stood watching Jim ran after tbe herd until they both dlMp- 
peured over a bUI,and I then started back for the ponies. Having 
reached them and mounted, I rode to where the bulls hod dropped, 
and staking Jim’s pony, I rode off, hoping to find some of the 
stragglers of the herd that would fsll behind. I had not gone 
far when I mw a buffalo making off to my right, up a draw or 
small canyon. Putting spurs to Nig, I ro^ M fMt M I dared 
after It. Tbe ground wss not good for my horse, being full of 
pralrle-dog holes, and I bad to be careful. I hoped tte buffalo 
would not see me, but It was a vain wish, and 
away It went m though it had never been shot Still, I 
knew from Its gait it must have been hurt badly. 
If any one thinks a buffalo can’t run I wish 
they h^ been with me then, for even m badly wounded m tbe 
bull was, be led me a chaM of nearly three miles, m near M I 
eould Judge, before I came np to him. Of course be had a good 
start, but It wm a hard run. 

Wbeo I got within two hundred yards of him, the old fellow 
MW that be wm going to be caught, so he stopped; and by the 
way bis tall curled over bis ba^ I knew he meant fight, but 
I did not cbooM to come to cIom quarters. So stopping Nig 
about sixty yards away, I hopped off, and laying my gun over tbe 
saddle, fired. Nig wm a llt^ nervous, and tnra^ to look at 
me, Just MI pulled, end my ball went over the bull’s head. Put¬ 
ting In aaothM shell, I drew a bead Just below the ear, and over 
want the bull, M If struck by lightning. I cut ont bis tongue, 
and started back. When I reached Jim’s pony, I found Vail had 
arrived with Lis wsgon, having followed the sound of the firing, 
and WM busy stripping tbe bide off of tbe Isst boll. As soon ss 
he WM through we started on and met Jim coming beck; be had 
followed tbe herd over three miles, and had killed fourteen. 
We drove aloog and gathered In tbe hklM of tboM killed, and 
bad lunch. By the time we had reached tbe iMt buffalo Jim 
had dro|q>ed, and bod seearad Its hide It wm getting late, so we 
eoacImM to take the hack track (or camp. Jim and I rode 
shaad, tearing tha wagon to follow. When we had reached the 
top of asmall hill or knoll we had been ascending, we were able 
to sm the country on tha other side of tbe river—or rather Rock 
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craek—w>d there, (eedlDg on the bluffi, WM the larswt bM<d of hare aKperienoad one imaU treetion of the a moont 
boffaloea It wumj fortune to tee while on the plalna.

I have now In my 
uoaaession foor of the Sharp flexible (bat buret Id one of the hammer- 
leas rifles last Summer, and are burst by eptUtlog the ehell under the 
head and toward the month. 

1 have yet lo see the flret heavy Ballard shell that was burst. My 
impreesiun is that U la not so much tbo fault of the abeiU as It is 
Id the selecting and fitting the chambere, and proper care of them. 1 
would not dare to force acbell In my rifle,or to put oqe In that would be 
iooee. bogie men, you know, will load a shell and then try and cap It, 
end then wonder how It happened that they had a shattered bauo, or 
what took off their thumb and finger. 

1 have given yon the experience of a man that never had a tight shell, 
or one that burst, and would like some other rifleman to try theaame 
procces, and see If It is a matter of lurk with Cur.

Beport gf the MmseBehisetU CranBlsileB. 

Tbe foairtoentb annual report ot the Comralietotien ot Inland 
naberleaotMaiaaehuietta,torthe7aar ending September SO, 1679, 
opens with an acconnt ot the fleh-wayt. The way at Eaat Tann- 
ton, over tbe Squaw Betty Dgm, appeara to baTe given utlatac- 
tlon, all tba river Oabee ^ng up it, eipeclally tbe alewlves,wbleb 
paaeed It in great namben, ae well aa a tew abed which were 
aeen In tbe paM, and others which were aald to have been caught 
above 13 A record la given ot dally obMiratlona ot flah which 
were seen to pate the dehway over the Lawrence dam which In- 
clndee inckera, brook trout, alewiret, iampreyt, ebnba, eela, aal- 
mon, black baas, ihad, ehlners, roach (f), red perch (1), and 
hom-ponU (cat-flab). From May 5 to October 8 there were 
twenty-nine aalmon aeen in the fl^-way, eome of them estimated 
■a high la fourteen ponnda weight 

Seiiooa depredatloni were committed on the flab-way at South 
Hadley, on the Connecticnt river; tbouiand of flab were taken 
from it nntll It waa found to be neceaeaiy to employ a anperin- 
tandent to look after It Tbe dlOcalUeiot co-operation between 
atatea ot which we have occasion to apeak ao often exlete between 
Maeseehneetta and Connecticnt the latter, owning the lower por¬ 
tion ot the river on both sidea, baa ]nst aoicted a law shortening 
the time In which It le lawful to catch shad,which ia very agreea¬ 
ble lo'Miasachuaetts, bnl on the subject ot aalmon there seem 
to be etlU dlSerences tq adjust This Is best shown In tbe lan- 
gnige ot the report, which aays: 

“ But for tbe aalmon, they are all, or nearly all, killed ont of 
tba river by the flahermen. It la true that the legislature iMt 
year passed a law prohibiting the taking of these flab tor three 
years', batevery one at all convenant with these matters knows 
that ao long aa the glU-nete are allowed to patrol the river, all 
such laws are wortbleae. No man can save the aalmon after 
they ire gllled In theae nets. Nor la there likely to be any con¬ 
viction tor the offenae, because theae men are flahing for shad, 
and It Is not their fault that the salmon are gllled; they cannot 
help It; neither conid tbev, were they so disposed, relurn them 
alive to tbe river. It la not probable, under theae ctrcumatancea, 
that any court would And them guilty. 

“ Aelde from this, should the eommlaaloners think best to re¬ 
stock tbe liver and next seaaon turn young salmon Into It, before 
they would have time to mature and return to deposit their 
•pawn, tbe law wonld have expired, and the same destruction 
by Connecticut flahermen, which occurred In 1878, might be re¬ 
peated. Oar evidence goes to show that few or none of these flab 
have reached this state. What have been taken In the lower 
part of tbe river are known only to tbe fiabennen. 

“ There appeare to be very little enconragement for Masea- 
choaette to co-operate with Connecticut In re-stocklng tbe river 
with lalmoo.” 

On account of the price demanded by the ownere of tbe Ashing 
gronnda at South Hadley for the nae of their nets end groanda 
In obtaining spawning flab, no shad eggs Were obtained this sea- 
ion, altbongh If the facta had-been known In time, airangementa 
could have been made to have caught the shad below and kept 
them Impounded until tips. This la an experiment that we 
should like to see tried, aa we do not remember any case where 
the shad has been so condned. 

Of land-locked salmon there were some 940,000 eggs received 
from the hatchery in Grand lake stream, Maine, h tbe quota of 
MaaaachusetU, from which were batched 234,703 fry, and 220,- 
000 were dletribnted, and altbongh favorable reports have been 
received. It la proposed to dlsconttnue the farther Introduction of 
this flah Into ponds having neither Inlet nor ontlet There wu 
an Increased ran of the eea-golog salmon In the Meirlmac the 
past year, aa mentioned above In obeervations made at the Law¬ 
rence flah-way. They came In schools dnring tbe month of June, 
bat few made their appearance after that month. During tbe 
greater part of June there wee acircely a day that they were not 
seen either in tbe flah-way or around the month of It It waa alao 
noticed that they were larger than ti uaual for this river, one 
which passed the nets at Plymouth during a heavy rise of water 
was killed in attempting to scale Livermore Falls, and was found 
to weigh twenty-three pounds. The eeaaon waa bad, however, for 
securing salmon for breeders, the water either being ao bigb 
that the neta could not be maintained, or so low that the flab 
were deterred from making any effort to reach the breeding 
grounds. 

Mr. A. H. Powers, one of the commlastoners of New Himp- 
tblre, and superintendent of the hatchery In the Interest of tbe 
two aUtee, reporte aa follows; “The 867,600 Caliromla salmon 
mentioned In my report one year ago were dtstrlbnted in the 
month of Jannai^ ta follows: 95,000 were pot in tbe Contoocook 
river, 98,000 In tbe Salmon Falls river, and the remainder In the 
Pemigewasaet At any time till the last of Angust theae aal¬ 
mon (parrs) conid be aeen In large numbers anywhere In the 
river near tba batchlng-houac, from three to flve Inehea long, 
very lively, and apparently healthy. 

^me Improvrmente have been made In the storage-pond In 
the way of excavations, making It larger, and certain parte of It 
deeper. 

A tank, seven by twenty feet, baa alao been placed at tbe 
Inlet of the fonr-lnch flow-pipe, covered on the bottom with 
gravel six Inches deep, for the doable purpose of receiving tbe 
aalmon when flrat taken from tbe river, and attracting them 
there when ready to spawn. It worked admirably for both pur¬ 
poses Tbe river water ooostantly mnning into this tank kept 
the temperature very nearly the aame as that of the river, to the 
8ab were allowed to leet before being placed In tbe cold pond- 
water; and dating the night they could. If they choee, go hock 
and forth from the river-water to the pood-water, and thua the 
indden change of temperatare wai avoided. Thla, with tbe Im¬ 
provement In earvylng them from tbe ponnd to the pond, has 
prevented tbe growth of fangna, and they have been perfectly 
healthy at all timea. 

From onr breeding tront, one hundred and aixty thousand eggs 
have been taken. 

Twenty4wo AUanUe salmon have been taken this aeeaon, 
weighing from eight to twenty poonda each. The first wia 
eaoght June It, and the last October 39. AU were eanght at 
night or before Ili80 a. m. Thirteen were females, and from 
them we have eecnred over a bandred tbonaand iggs, at the fol¬ 
lowing dalee: Octobor 10, tbe spawn of one female waa token; 
October H two; October M, one; October 99, two; and the rw- 
matnlng tsmalee were treated oa the let of November.

ThUletbo Sist Ume, In this eovntry, at least, that any eoasld- 
•rsbla qaasllty of egn has been Mikm ttom matore ealmoo 
conght from a depleted river ertUeleUy leeloeked. The tssoll 
ce^lMllohehlghlv frmtUjtBf to those who have, or have 
had, the mailer la caeige; ead bee, lo e certainty, detnon- 
•Cnted that Ibe faith of the.few, who argued that tbe livera 


conid be restocked to adranlage, waa well fonnded. Those who 
have believed It Impossible most now be convlnoed that It ta not 
only possible, bat quite praetleable.'' 

The cominlaelonera remark npon tbe locreaaed Interest which 
ta cooUnnally-manlfeatod by thejpublle In flah-cultore and the 
liberality of the mill owners, wb^ above ell others, were anppoaed 
to bars the beet reason to be opposed to it, bnt alao repeat tbe 
almott tmlveisal complaint ot leiiona oppoaltlon from the fleber- 
men, tbe very men whom they are trying to beneflt Tbe report 
puts this question ao plainly tbat we cannot do better th»n to 
qnote R, wishing at the same time that It could be placed In 
the bands ot every flebetman In America. It says: “The moat 
serlons oppoaltlon, and the most dUBcolt to control, cornea from 
the fishermen. Impatient of restraint, and seeing only the wants 
ot to-day, all regnlatlone for the protection of tbe whole are apt 
to be oonslmed Into an attack npon their Indlvldnal rights. Tet 
no claaa ot men are more likely to be benefited by tbe effort 
DOW being made to stock our Inland waters with ml^tory flah, 
than tbe flabeiinen along onr coast Upon this, more than any¬ 
thing elae, depends theR ancceas. If theaa men would form asso¬ 
ciations tor dlMuaalng and obtaining Information In regard to the 
movements and habits of fish, thereby acqalring a knowledge 
beyond tbe mere eklll In catching them, a very different state of 
feeling would lOon grow up among them. The day has gone by 
when It could be ‘ every fl^erman for hlmeelf, and the devil take 
the hindmost.’ 

“ The tendency of the age la for comblnatlona for mntnal Im¬ 
provement and protection. There la scarcely a department of 
Indoatry tbat hM not a anion for tbat pnrpoee; and, when 
backed by Intelligent action, aneb aaaoelatlons are of the greatest 
Importance, giving to each department a force that It otherwise 
could not have. There la every reason why the fisherman, like 
the farmer, ehoold anderetand every thing pertaining to his boal- 
neM. The farmer who simply knew how to gather Mi crops 
would In all probability find them growing uncomfortably leas. 
To be ancceesful, he must know the natnre of the crops, the kind 
of soli beat adapted to them, and the time and manner of plant¬ 
ing and cultivating. Even then. If his fences are down, and man 
and beaat are allowed promiscuously to take of the products of 
hla Intelligence and labor, be would find little encouragement for 
coDtlnalDg bla work. Not only must hie fences be kept up, but 
the state must protect bim from depredations. 

“ The Intelligent flaherman, who wisely looks after hla bual- 
neaa, will see much In common with the farmer. Ha will readily 
see that It la Important for him to noderatand the nature and 
habits of flab, their times of spawning, and tbe best way of in¬ 
creasing their nnmbers, and to Insist npon wise leglalatlon for 
their protection. 

“ No department of Industry can be made to develop Its beat 
results without the exercise of tbat Intelligence which readily 
takes advantage of all the elements which lead to enceees.’' 

The report ^vee a list of tbe ponds leased by the state, laws 
recently passed affecting the flsberiea, and tables showing the 
catch of different flah at the various flsberiea. The following 
letter from Mr. Walter M. Brackett a noted salmon angler and 
artist and brother to Mr. E. A. Brackett ot tbe Maasachuaetts 
commission on the “ Canadian sea-trout’’ we tbink worth re¬ 
producing: 

OurlDK mv Bummer vlalta to Cauada, where I have had ample up- 
IKirtuullj of hucomlni; thorouitbly acquainted with the babltaiflhu 
••eea-trout," It hae often occurred to me that thuir introduction liilo 
our rtvera would prove a valuable acqiileltlou to our pieaent limited 
supply of aalmuuldie. 

Tbe cummlaeloD have done so much good worb, and have been so tuc- 
ceaeftil lu their labor*, tbat I have no doubt but lhal, with a little 
trouble and a email expenditure ul money, Ible valuable flah could be 
•ncce«*nilly Introduced Into our river*. 

Although ft Is illll (Id the mliide of many) a mooted question as lo 
whether they are, or are not, a distinct apccles of Salmn, yet I have no 
doubt ou the aubject. Tbelr bubita alone arc, I think, conclualve evi¬ 
dence. They are clearly and distinctly a migratory flab, makiug tbelr 
appearance at the muulba of the rivers ae early m the lat of June, and 
remaining but a abort Ume, evidently in qneet of food. Ahoot tbe 1st 
of July and up to the middle of August, they crowd up the river* lu 
niyrtaUs ou the way to their •pawulng-grounda. They are a hardy flab, 
voracious feedcre In both Mlt and freab water: and aa an article of diet 
nneurpaeacd by any other of tbe Buf mo specie*. They abound In nearly 
all the HimuD rivers of Ibe Dominion of Canada, aud far up on the 
Labrador coMt, bat are not utually found In tbeamelirr slreams. Like 
the Siilmo talar, they invariably return to tbe rivers lu which they ure 
bred. 

1 bops your commlailou will conilder lb is propeeltlon, and. If deemed 
expedient, take msHUree to accomplish the desired object. In whlcb 
caae 1 shall be most hippy to give yon nil tbe aid and comfort in my 
power.

“ The most common faults which I notice In men; msstiffe ere | 
—went of breadth in muzzle, went of bone, deficiency In size (I 
mean body, etc., not height), oyer-lerge ears, together with bed 
legs end cow-bocks; these letter, however, being most frequently 
caused by went of exercise end bed rearing, end I believe tbet 
many. In their ovei^enxlety to heve puppies of heavy weight, ere 
too apt to overload the body to the detriment of ^e legs. So 
long es they have plenty of nourlsblng food end ere In good 
beeilb. It Is en error to get mastiff poppies too fat when yonng; 
this can be done later on. 

" Size, bone, good shape, orrect skull, may be best obtained 
by the eld of such e dog es Mr. Green’s cbemplon Monarch, one 
of the largest, end et the seme time best-made dogs thet et 
the moment occurs to ms. Against these edyentages may be 
pieced the probability of not obtaining from him the breadth of 
muzzle, so much looked for by judges of the present day; end 
this defect I would endeavor to remedy by putting bitches from 
him to sne^ e dog as Rtjeh, or one of hie descendants, such as 
Wolaey, or Tue ffiieh. A happy result of such e course was to 
be seen In Mr. Fletcher’s Lady Love, first prtzi et the Alexendra 
Palace Show of 1870; she being by the Bbeh, out of Norma, by 
Monarch, end not only good in head end mnzzle, but eleo In 
bone, body, ktlne, etc. To take enother example from e different 
type, eUe and bone nuy nndoubtedly be obtained from Big Ben, 
InWtted, I believe, on the dam's side, from the Duke of Devon¬ 
shire’s strain. Many of Big Ben’s Immediate deeoendents, how¬ 
ever, do not please ms In other polnis, being. In my opinion, 
bed In aknll, coarse le ooet, end to many cases week behind. 
To these ohjectioBs I eooeldsr my d'lg Certlnei merely en ez- 
oepUoQ; but et the same time t think excellent results mty be 
lo^ed for III oomblulng Big Sen’s blood with thet of King's de- 
•oendente, either tbrough Turk or Rtjeh. This letter dog 
(Rejeh) b^ undoubtedly, done much to improve the heed in 
mastiffs.

He was born In 1878, end la by Henbury's Rijeh, 
out of Queen, by Droid, ont of Pbrlllt, by Wolf, out of Pbosbe, 
by Lnkey's Qovernor. Rejeh, by OrlBo, out of Payllie. Giiffio, 
by Henbury’s Prince, ont of Rowe’s Nell, by Rufus, out of Field’s 
Nell, by Governor. Amongst tbe numerous prises which Wolsey 
has won ere first end special cups, Birmingham, 1875: first. Crys¬ 
tal Palace, Bristol, end Brighton, as well es champion prize end 
cup et Birmingham, 1878; Alexendra Palace champion prize, end 
A^cnltarel Hell, Islington, champion prize, 1877; Crystel Pal¬ 
ace cbemplon prize, 1878. Latterly, this grand dog, tbe fiettest- 
heeded mastiff of hts day, has suffered from an affection of tbe 
muscles In bis loins, end has, we believe, retired from the show- 
bench with his well-deserved honors thick upon him. Exception 
hes been taken to a so-called “sour’’ expression of oounteoenoe, 
but this proceeds ehlefiy from bis color, end a rather deeply- 
snnken eye. As regards bis temper, we heve handled him Cr^ 
queotly end always found him most amiable. It will be seen 
thet Mr. Henbnry resorted to In-breeding In bis produetton. His 
tether end mother ware out of the seme bitch, Phyllis, whilst on 
his father’s side be la still more closely allied to the blood of Mr.

strongly-marked contrast—weighing, as ha often does, ISO to 
180 pounds—to bis diminutive brother the bleck end-ten toy 
terrier, who with bis more sober tints sometimes fells to turn the 
scale et two pounde, end whose fragile form appeals for protec¬ 
tion, Instead of acting, as his giant relative does, the roU of pro¬ 
tector. A greeter weight then even 160 pounds may heve been 
obtained in Isolsted Instances, but this wss probably when the 
dog was In a very fat condition. When we c insider the above 
two distinct end now pure breeds, distent In many respects from 
each other et can well be Imagined, It almost staggers the belief 
In tbe common origin of the domesticated dog; but, like many 
other facts thet present difficulties et first sight, this alto disap¬ 
pears or It greatly lessened by reflection. 

We have, most of us, to consider In deellog with difficulties of 
this kind, thet our personal experiences of tbe changes which 
take place In animal forms, by careful selection end other In¬ 
fluences, Is, by the necessity of our existence, limited. Tet how 
rapid the descent from the ell-bnt-perfect form of the pure¬ 
bred dog to tbe graceless end uotbepely mongrel, where the 
animal is left to stalk nneered for et a time when tbe greatest 
wetchfuloess Is required, mutt be patent to ell. On the other 
hand, elth lugh improvement Is always comparatively slow, none 
of ue who have taken any Interest la, or clo^y watched the pro¬ 
gress of tbe breed under consideration, can have failed to mark 
tbe iteady improvement which baa taken plaoe Their faults 
have been eliminated, and desired qualltiet developed, under the 
patient care and Intelligent skill of tbe breeder; so that could 
Mr. Macdona's Tell or Mr. J. Murchlsou’s equally fortunate Im¬ 
port Thor revisit the scenes of their victories, they would meet 
with numbers of their progeny even superior to themselves. We 
have simply to remember these facts, as occurring In a very short 
space of time, to prove how wonderfully plastic tbe dog Is In the 
bands of man, and bow amenable to surrounding and often 
aoeldeota] Influeoces. And to remember also thU from time

Barry, Dr. D. E. Seton’s Moltke, H.R.H. tbe Prince of Wales's 
Hope, H.8.H. Prince Albert Solms’Courage, Mr. Yoolle's Sim¬ 
plon, and Mr. De Moarler's Cbang; and among the Snest bitches 
we may enumerate Messrs. QreMiam and Tatham's Abbess, 
Augusta, Oruyere, Mr. Tlnker'e Mab, the late Miss Agllonby's 
Jura, and Dr. RusseU's Mnren.

The most authoritative and probable account of the origin of 
the modtrn 8t. Bernard la that derived from M. Schumacher; and 
we are gratlSed, considering tbe great Interest of tbe question, 
that the Rev. J. Gumming Macdona, of Cbeadle Rectory! 
Cheshire, whose great services to this breed In days of yore have 
been duly chronicled above,has been kind enough to forward ue tbe 
na-ratlve of this gentleman, who la tbe greatest authority abroad 
on this class of dog. HU views and statemenU are contained In a 
long letter, dated Holllgen, SQthof August, 1867, and we are glad 
to be In a position to make the following extracts from It: 

“According to the tradition oftbe holy fathers of the great Saint 
Bernard, their race descends from tbe crossing of a bitch (a bull¬ 
dog species) of Denmark and a mastiff (shepherd's dog) of the 
Pyrenees.

If only for tbe benefit be conferred upon them by the Im¬ 
portation of Thor and Jura Into this country. Tbe result of an 
alliance between these was Mr. Armitage’s grand dog Oscar; and 
Thor bas further distlogolsbed himself by beating the champions 
Hector, Bhah, and Dagmar, from Mr. Oresham’s Abbess, as well 
sa Simplon and many other most excellent specimens of the 
breed from various other females. Aa In the ease with Sheep¬ 
dogs, both rough and smooth specimens frequently appear In 
the same litter; and we cannot help noticing, as one of the most 
remarkable Instances of good fortune or good Judgment In breed¬ 
ing, tbe three dogs Just referred to of Mr. P. Oreeham. Abbess,

p>rtralt of Bernard de Meutbon, In which he Is accompanied by 


a dog posseaalng bloodhound characteristics, they seem to be In¬ 
capable of giving any Information on tbe subject. Tbe vain# of 
any reliable data, even if such existed, would, however, be seosibly 
diminished from tbe fact that In the sariy pari of this century the 
breed nearly died out, and tbe monks were compelled to re-cross 
the few remaining dogs they bad left In their posesMlon with 
others which they obtained from outside tbe Hospice. Accord¬ 
ing to one eminent authority, a cross with tbe Newfoundland 
was first tried by tbe monks In their dilemma, but was subse¬ 
quently abandoned when It failed to snoceed. Other good 
aothoritles, as will presently be seen, and apparently with reaa.in, 
attribute more to this cross; and to It we are most probably In¬ 
debted for the existence of Mr. Macdona’s Meutbon. a black-and- 
tanned d^, something after tbe stamp of a Thibet mastiff, and 
a considerable winner In hts day. This was doubtless more on 
account of bla ample proportions than of bis color, which would 
keep him In the backgi^nd In the present lime. Another 
write gives It sa his opinion that the blood of tbe Pyrenean wolf¬ 
hound was Introduced at this later time Into tbe breed, and atlll 
remains there. Tbe tendency, to a lanky, wolf-llke form, with 
IlgbMih frame and tueksd-up fianks, combined with a light taper- 


end appearanoF, to the original and fatherly race. Those that 
proved tbemaelvFS unable to snstaln tbe work, or who, from their 
long hair, were disabled, were either given ss sowMwfrs to friends 
of tbe Hospice, or else sold. Of such sre those that have been 
told to M. de Ponrtales, at Mettlln, near Berne, and to M. 
Rougemont, at Loewenberg, near Morak These dogs come 
directly from Ihs Hoeploe, where they are not fit for work on 
account of Ihelr long liair, but are distinguished by their colossal 
else and rxeelleot quallllea. They always retain In the Hoep m 
ibe finest dogs, and train them for ssrviee; those who do 
not possess all the marks of gsanlns breed are glTsa ai^ 
or sot^ because among the number they sUU find some puppies 
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with lODg h>Ir, who Umi larMl their motherly enoaetry.

Editor Chicaoo Fibu> :—My setter had atonch of distemper, or 
all tbe eymptoms—mattery dlscbargu, wuk back, etc. I cured 
him In about six days by giving three drops tincture aconite 
root three timu a day. He drank it readily In a little water. To 
regulate the bowels 1 gave cutor oil and Ar. syrup of rhubarb 
mixed equally; about two tableepoonfuls once a day. I am 
satisfied many good dogs are killed by overdosing. Tbry should 
be sltended to u soon u disease showe itself, and If the same 
remedies are used that common sense would dictate for like 
symptoms In human beings, tbe result would be more satisfactory 
In many cues. 

Did yon ever hear any rational cause given for distemperl 
My friend HsUetl lost a vslnsble Irish setter puppy lut year,snd 
says he noticed for some time before be wu sick that he would 
hunt up and eat dead rats. I bad taken away from ml e before 
be came do • n tbe lemalns of a dead cat, a ve>y " high ” rabbit 
and other carrion. Although I do not feed much meaL I would 
prefer to give en abundance of It If the want of It causes a dog 
to “ hanker” after such stuff, and In conse>|ueace die of dis¬ 
temper.

Editor Chicago Field:— I am a regular reader .( tbe 
Cbicaoo Fibld, and I cannot help noticing, while It arauses me, 
tbe IncooBlatency of some of lU contributors In regard to pres- 
ervotloD of game. 

How often we read a letter from some one complaining ot 
trapping, snaring, shooting out of season, and wasfs/u/nsss, and 
asking what will become of the gsme If this Is allowed to con¬ 
tinue. And Id his next letter he will tell ns how be and Mr. So 
and So went out for a day’s shooting, how they bagged a hun¬ 
dred and fifty or two hundred quail, and being unable to use 
them, gave half or more away to their frlcnda. Now I ask what 
will become of the game If these men keep up that kind of 
wastefulness! It seems to me that by the time a man had ahot 
bis gun often enough to kill that much game It would cease to 
be sport and become a labor. 

Last December I went to Summit SUUon after quails and 
pbeaaante (ruffed grouse), or whatever I could get, for that mat¬ 
ter. The morning was fine, but before I arrived at the shooUng 
ground It snowed so fast that I could not have seen a bird twenty 
feet awsy. I relumed to the sUtlon and having about (our boura 
to wait (or a train I engaged In a pleasant converaaUon with an 
acquaintance who la a good fellow and a aporteman. He told me 
that the Mcka had killed a great many pheaaanU, and that he bad 
while banting found not a few dead. He also told me that one 
Sam Edwards wim Uvea there had during that and the season 
before shipped ovly otu Ukmsoiwl pheasants to Wllkeabarre mar- 

Abont four years ago while fishing In Conoedy'i Ran, near 
the Summit, I smaabed thirteen traps, thess I found on the 
bsnksof ths stresm. The Lord sod Ssm Kdwsrds only knows 
how iDADT mora wore diotribuUid through the wood*. Wo bovo 
a aportsmen'a clnb In Wllkeabarre, tbe most of whose members 
sre fsmillsr with these gvoands.

Nevada Notes.

Editor Chicago Fibld;— Hunting and shooting Items are 
very scarce In this section at the present writing, as the late 
extremely cold weather ancceeded In driving away all the water 
fowl to more salubrious dimes. Thla cold spell exceeds any¬ 
thing yet wilneised by that Indlapenaable oracle, “ the oldest 
tobabitent.'' The thermometer marked aa low aa 84 ® cloee to 
na, whilst In this city It regl»tefed 14« below, conaeqnently 
hunting came to a etandetlll. Washoe .lake waa entirely 
froaen over to a depth of eight Inches, and wagons crossed the 
Carson river easily on the Ice. 

Quite a depth of snow exists on tbe mountains westward, and 
It haa driven large nambere of mountain harea and monntaln 
qnalls Into the valleya and loot hllla, and good sport can be had 
OD the lAttcr gAme. lotliAiiB oone lo dAlly with good-elied 
bnnehea, and keep reatanrante and game stands well supplied. 
They ask plebeians twenty-five cents each for the qaall,bat prob¬ 
ably offer a dlaconnt to the trade. To my Idea they are the finest 
eating of all game birds. A party contemplatea a two daya’ 
bnnt twenty miles sonthward, where qualU are blUng every¬ 
body, and If 1 vtalt the section I shaU tell yon about the trip, as 
I cannot write up that promised dnek shoot. 

I met an Indian this momlng and amonst his bnoeb recog¬ 
nised three of those little rtscally Callfomte-valley qnalls, the 
hardest bird to bit that lllea. They were killed In tbe neighbor¬ 
hood of Steamboat Springt, near Reno. The sight of tboae 
Urdi brongbt vividly to my mind my variooa shooting trips to 
California, and the nseleit waste of ammonltlon endeavoring to 
stop their Ughtning-llke Sight, and where I now would be If It 
were not for tbe Inexorable law of bostnesa.

CriUeised.

Editor Cbicaoo Fibld:— Tbe past season has besn sa 
eventfnl ons for the iboottng fraternity In this vicinity. Qualls 
have beqn very scarce, and the largest bag made In an all-day 
shoot was fifteen birds. Tbs same party last season killed as 
high aa forty birds, and never less than twenty-five. Bu< the 
cold snap In December and January of last year completely deci¬ 
mated the Ufda Whole eoveya were reported by farmert to have 
been found In the Spring huddled up in corn shocks, froseu to 
death. Thla season, when a covey was once ftushed, there would 
probably be fonnd one or two Utds afterward, and, although well 
marked, tbe rest could not be found. There have been very few 
birds on tbe market, and bat one light fall of anow this Winter. 
There were probably three dosen birds killed In thla neighbor¬ 
hood by tbe farmere’ boys, and. If tbe weather Is favorable (or 
breeding this season,we will have good ibootlngnext Fall. John 
Rallaback, while banting quails In December, fituhed a jack- 
■ntpe, which he bagged and presented to Walter Richey, who had 
It taxtdermlaed by Leonard. Tbis waa somethlug nnusnal, to find 
a snipe this far north at thla season of the year. 

That good old sporteman, Ellhn M. Parker, baa removed to In- 
dlanai^U,and,wltbAd}atant General Ross, bat opened a gun and 
fishing-goods establishment. We wish him all the auccere neces- 
■ary, and hope he will retorn to old Wayne occasionally, and 
enjoy a shoot with the membere of the club, or take a tramp 
over old gronnda enjoyed by him In tbe pest. 

The Richmond Gun Club had a shoot for the medal last Thurs¬ 
day, and Charles Wtlkens waa the fortunate member, killing bis 
nine ont of ten birds, tbe tenth bird falling dead outside of bound¬ 
ary. Several of the members were close competitors. The birds 
were fine, strong flyers, snd, with a good wind, made excellent 
sport. 

I don’t exactly agree with Snipe In bis method of flashing birds. 
Wss he not drawing a little on his imagInsUon, or la he a genu¬ 
ine old sporteman! When he taya, “ I again force him (the dog) 
by placing my knee against him, snd giving him a pash, he 
moves forward, and with a $fu>rt and a Uap, he flushea tbe birds.” 
Now, Snipe, don’t you ever do that again. It sounds unsporta 
manlike. His item would Imply that be killed them all in bis 
' office. Instead of In the field. He must have been heartless to 
have slaughtered four hundred gecM and dneks. Now bis party 
conld not possibly have masticated thia amonot of game, or was 
be shooting for the market! If we had fewer such men as he, 

we would have more game. Why, thirty docks or geese a day 

Barely ought lo satisfy his appetite, but four hundred I Oh I no 
f wonder qur gsme ts homing extinct.

sheer carelessness. 

Now would It not (for the present at least), wben the protec- 
tlnn of game calls for such streunons exertions for keeping op a 
supply for sport as well as for the market, be more advisable If 
a greater purtidn of the funds expended for the Importation and 
breeding of dogs was spent In renting and fre-h-stocUng still 
more territory than has hitherto been done, from some other 
liK-allties that can boast of a greater abundance than we can I It 
Kerns to me we are to some extent beginning at the wrong end, 
by giving so much attention to all the modern Improvements In 
guns, ammunition, and a good strain of dogs, and losing sight of 
ibe main thing—tbat of taking every means at our dlapcwal of not 
■dding to the present destruction for protection of the present 
■carclty, for now Is the time, before all the well-stocked parts get 
Into the same llx aa ourselves. 

Since I penned this the Caicaoo Fibld has arrived with the 
rspital news of two more convictions.

A United EflTort Required.

Editor Cbicaoo Fibld : — While organised effort to protect 
and preserve the game of-the northwest ts In Its infancy It should 
be understood In discussing the matter tbat no good can be sc- 
complisbed by Mr. Pot calling Mr. Kettle black, but both Pot and 
KetUe should. If possible, change their complexion, cease telling 
what they have known In the past about each other's “ ways that 
were dark,'' and unite In the effort to now do what can be done 
to preserve from utter extinction the remnant of game still left 
us 

No matter how stringent the law and no matter bow often gun 
clubs may “ resolve " to see It enforced, little good will come of 
It all unless the active sympathies of sportsmen and others resi¬ 
dent In the Immediate neighborhood of our hunting grounds can 
be enlisted. 

Men living In Chicago or Milwaukee do not know and cannot 
lacertaln who shoot game out of season on Lake Koshkonong, 
or elsewhere. Any man who would act as a paldepy or Informer 
to any club would doubtless flod sufficient reasons to quit his 
{oh before he bad rendered much service to bis employers. 

One practice by city sportsmen should cease at once, and that 
Is the purchasing of Isrge quantities of game to send to their 
city friends; the always acceptable present being generally sup¬ 
plemented a few days later by marvelous stories of extraordl- 
iisry marksmanship, tbat no one other than the wrp ifOHng ever 
think of believing. This practice affords such an excellent home 
market, high prien and eath down, that erery boy near by who 
can muster any sort of a gun Is up and out, early and late, get¬ 
ting in his work on whatever game he can hod. What cares the 
lioy for metbodsi What cares he if a “sneak boat '■ or a "blind’’ 
affords him covert About as much, perhaps, as the mighty 
hunter who on the morrow will pay him a go^ round price for 
the results of his day's labor. Dead birds tell no tales. 

Any practice among sportsmen that has even a tendency to 
lead either the poor or ignorant to break the law, should be dis¬ 
continued at once. Let law-breakers In the past abide by the 
law in the future. Let the provisions of law be known to all as 
far as poaelble, and let good cltlxens, whether so-called sports¬ 
men or not, use every legitimate laeana to procure Its enforce¬ 
ment The game of the northwest can be preserved for a time 
hy an honest, united and Intelligout effort. H. H. E.

We traveled at the nte 
of fifteen mUes a day. The length of sight on either side of the 
trail, fifteen miles; on both sides, thirty miles; 15x8—45x30— 
1850 square miles of country, so thickly covered with these noble 
animals that wben viewed from a bel^t It scarcely afforded a 
sight of a square league of Its surface." Climax.
